a second drive assembly removably mounted in the second drive bay, said 
second drive assembly comprising: 

a second harcndrive; and 

a second driveraiassis, comprising: 

a first rail provided along a first side of the second hard drive; 

a second rail substantially parallel to the first rail and provided 
along a second side of the second hard drive opposite the first side; and 

a retaining portion adjacent a front side of the second hard drive 
and connecting a frqnt end of the first rail to a front end of the 
second rail; 

wherein the second drive chassis does not include any portion which is 
adjacent to a top surface and a bottom\surface of the second hard drive. 

3. The computer system of Claim 1, wherein a lower plane of the first hard drive 
is separated from an upper plane of the second mrd drive by less than about 0.1 inches. 

4. The computer system of Claim 2, wherein: 

the case includes a top cover and a Bottom cover; 

an upper plane of the first hard drive \s separated from the top cover by less 
than about 0.1 inches; and 

a lower plane of the second drive assembly is separated from the bottom cover 
by less than about 0.1 inches.

REMARKS 

The above amendments in the specification amend the specification to correct errors 
and improve clarity. No new matter is added. 

Claims 1-18 and 21-39 are pending in the present application. Claims 33-39 were 
allowed but the allowability was withdrawn in light of a newly discovered reference U.S. 
patent 5,757,618 (Lee). Claims 1-18 and 21-39 are rejected. Claims 1, 10, 13, 21, 25, 29 
and 33 are amended to more particularly point out and distinctly claim Applicants' invention. 
Support for the claim amendments is provided in the specification, particularly, page 9, 
lines 1-10. No new matter is introduced. Further examination and reconsideration in view of 
the amendments and the remarks provided below are respectfully requested.
